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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
The applicant primarily asserts that Furuta does not show all of the elements of the claims including the limitation of the corner region 
being spaced laterally away from a vertical axis passing through an upper edge corner of the channel implant region. The examiner still 
believes that Furuta shows all of the elements of the claims including the limitation in question. The applicant assumes that the corner 
region in question illustrated in fig. 14 of Furuta is the one that faces the channel implant region. However, as shown in the attached 
drawing of fig. 14 of Furuta, the corner region interpreted by the examiner faces away from the channel implant region. The corner region 
of Furuta is definitely spaced laterally away from the vertical axis passing through an upper edge corner of the channel implant region 
since it is formed above the second, thicker gate oxide layer (GX1) and in the middle of the isolation region (2). This corner region is still 
part of what the applicant considers "the first-type step regions." The claims do not require that the step region face towards the channel 
implant region. Therefore, Furuta shows all of the elements of the claims including the limitations in question and the rejection is proper.
